Robert W. Pogue, president of the 
Cincinnati Retail Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, took the trouble to check 
the course of returned merchan- 
dise in hig store and found that 
it hed to pass through twenty 
hands in order to be credited to 
the charge account. 


HABIT OF CUSTOMERS 
Every department-store mana- 
ger knows that a certain p 


so evident that the store refuses 
to accept its return, but often it is 
hard to prove. There is the wom- 
an, for instance, who always re- 
turns several exclusive models in 
the best of condition, each season, 
after she has carefully copied them 
in cheaper materials. Another fa- 
miliar type is the woman who or- 
ders two dozen sherbet glasses or 
salad plates for use at her birth- 


ise the woman who buys dress goods 
of fine quality, sends it back and 
then picks it up at a reduced price 
on a remnant table at the end of 
the season. 

Then there is the harmiess but 
irritating type of woman who oc- 
casionally orders a consignment of 
luxuries which she has no inten- 
tion of keeping, in order to im- 
press her friends. Only the good 
customers try this trick—the ones 
whose credit is never questioned 


their bills. Otherwise it would not 
be tolerated, as the ruse is easily 
seen through. Nevertheless, it is 
a costly convenience. 


STORE I8 WISE 
Usually the order is a large one, 
including, say, a fur coat, a street 
frock, a couple of dinner dresses,

shade or a set of books. With the 
order comes a special request for 
delivery at a certain hour. When 
the two eccentric orders occur to- 
gether the store manager at once 
knows that the goods are coming 
back. And back they come a few 
days later with a confused lot of 
explanations as to why they are 
not satisfactory. 
The key to this mystegy may be 
found, as a,rule, in the society col- 
umns of the local newspaper, 
where it will be seen that Mrs. B. 
has given a luncheon or a house- 
warming. The hour of this event 
‘and that of the special order of de- 
livery are the same. In other words, 
Mrs. B. has ordered the goods 80 
that they will arrive in the midst 
of her party, thereby creating the 
desired effect. Seeing all the in- 
coming luxuries her friends will 
immediately leap to the conclusion 
that Mr. B. d much more success- 
ful than they had thought and cer- 
tainly very generous with Mrs. B. 
There are, of course, many cts- 
tomers who never take advantage 
of the returned-goods privilege and 
it is therefore not fair that they 
should suffer with the rest in the 
way of increased prices. “We ap- 
peal to them,” say the merchants 
of Cincinnati, “to help create pub- 
He sentiment against the return of 
merchandise. We, the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Assdciation, are trying to 
lessen the returned-merchandise 
evil by insisting upon better sales- 
manship on the part of our clerks. 
With your co-operation the return 
of merchandise can be cut to a 
minimum.”

Herriot Backing Scheme to 
Transform Council 


Revelation of Full Details to 
Wait on Germany 


BY THOMAS RYAN 
(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
LONDON, Aug. 19.—Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald has drawn up the 


plans for his security and arbitra- 


tion scheme which he will present 
to the League of Nations in Ge- 
neva early in September. 

The full scheme, which will be 
held in abeyance at least until 
Germany enters the League, is to 
amend the covenant so as to trans- 
form the League Council into a 
permanent executive body con- 
sisting of the foremost European 
statesmen, with prominent mil 
tary specialists. This council would 
carry out the Assembly's decisions. 

One obstacle to this scheme is 
Germany's demand that as the price 
for its entering the league Great 
Britain must secure a revision of 
its East African mandate to give 
German-chartered companies equal 
colonization rights with the Brit- 
ish. Great Britain acceded to the 
German demand for a permanent 
seat in the League Council as a 
revision in favor of Germany of 
the League mandate for Dantzig, 
in the Polish corridor, but reject- 
ed the African claim. This was the 
net result of months of negotia- 
tion between London and Berlin. 

Now Mr. MacDonald will go to 
Geneva prepared to concentrate 
on a more limited plan for se- 
curity—to persuade the Assembly 
to declare for compulsory arbitra- 
tion of all international disputes 
threatening peace. With this dec- 
laration from the League, Mr. 
MacDonald hopes Paris might be 
induced to withdraw all its troops 
from the Ruhr in less than a year. 

For months departmental of- 
ficials and specialists have been 
hammering the British plan into 
shape for the Geneva meeting, to 
which the Prime Minister at- 
Premiers 
Herriot and Mussolini have agreed 
to hold a simultaneous meeting 
of the Allied premiers in Geneva, 
thus giving additional weight to 
Mr. MacDonald's program. Dur- 
ing his stay in London Premier 
Herriot committed himself to sup- 
port Mr. MacDonald's project to 
make the League arbiter of Eu- 
ropean affairs.

BODY IS REORGANIZED 


PLACE OF COMMITTEE IN 
GOVERNMENT BUREA 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) | 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.— 4 
newly constituted mine safety 
board has been organized by the 
Bureau of Mines with George 8. 
Rice, chief mining engineer, act- 
ing as chairman and Matthew 
Van Siclen, engineer in charge of 
the division on mining research, 
acting as secretary. Other mem- 
bers of the board are T. T. Read, 
safety service director, O. P. Hood, 
chief of the fuels and mechanical 
equipment division, and Dr. R. R. 
Sayers, chief surgeon. 
The new mine safety board, with 
headquarters here, supersedes the 
old mine safety committee at the 
Bureau's Pittsburg experiment sta- 
tion, and has broader functions and 
responsibilities. It considers all 
questions arising within the bu- 
reau's work as to practice, devices 
or methods for increasing safety in 
mines and quarries and formulates 
decisions as to the best policy for 
the bureau to pursue to attain 
that object. 
One of its chief objects is to 
bring into practice in the mines 
the lessons in safety that are de- 
veloped by the bureau's research- 
ers.

The state as a 
whole, however, presents for the 
firet time this year a condition 
somewhat better than at the cor- 
responding time last year. This is 
not due to betterment in condition 
anywhere, but to the fact that de- 
terioration during August this 
year so far has been nothing like 
as heavy as it was last year, when 
a brilliant prospect was knocked 
into a cocked hat by drought. 

Rains occurred over many of the 
Texas drought areas during the 
last two or three days of the 
period, but their occurrence i« of 
too recent date for the benefit to 
be measured; the impression, pre- 
vails, however, that they were in- 
adequate. A good soaking rain, 
not showers, general in character, 
is needed. 


DROUGHT AREA RELIEVED 
The drought areh, embracing 
Southern Oklahoma, most of the 
State of Texas, Northern Louisiana 
and smaller sections elsewhere, 
existent with more or less inten- 
sity since early in June, has been 
partially relieved. but much late 
cotton has suffered severely. Cor- 
respondents suggest that the rain- 
fall, while light, encourages ho 
for definite breaking of the 
drought, rather than affording any 
immediate actual relief, or relief 
of a permanent e¢haracter. The 
Atiantics, which during June and 
July were too wet, are now too 
dry. « Temperatures during the fif- 
teen days were about normal. 
North and South Carolina are the 
only States that show a lower 
condition than last year. They 
are exceptional also in thet they 
show conditions heavily under the 
ten-year average for their States. 
The North Carolina condition in 
particular is low compared with 
the average for the date. Both of 
the Carolinas attribute their poor 
prospects to unfavorable wet 
weather 
delayed cultivation and

fields. In fact, it be said 
that the weather has been the 
main influence so far this year to 
the exclusion to an unusual extent 
of other influences throughout all 
sections of the belt. 

Georgia is holding to its pros- 
pect for the best crop in many 
years. While weather conditions 
in that State during June and July 
and recently have not been ideal, 
swinging from one extfeme Ao the 
other, conditions on the whole 
have been favorable. 

Oklahoma also has one of the 
best years in prospect in its his- 
tory. While August has ever been 
a crucial period in the history of 
the crop of Oklahoma, there so far 
is no indication of deterioration, 
usually from drought, which has 
wrecked many a brilliant prospect 
for the Oklahoma cotton ghower. 

Boll weevil infestation is almost 
everywhere, and although increas- 
ing, many think that the danger 
of great damage this season is now 
over. A few localities in the Caro- 
linas, Georgia and gulf sections re- 
port heavy damage. 

Localities in all States east of 
the Mississippi River report rust 
and red spider, and considerable 
complaint of grasshoppers comes 
from ‘Texas and other States west 
of the river, but as heretofore, the 
infection appears to be local in 
character and the damage of small 
importance on the whole. 


PICKING STARTS SOON 


Except in Texas, where late cot- 
ton has been damaged by drought, 
and in the Carolinas, where the 
Plant is stunted and yellowed by 
delayed cultivation and grassy 
ffelds, the plant is described as 
healthy looking. Some picking has 
been done in nearly all sections, 
but it will be several weeks before 
piching becomes general. 

The plant seems to be fruiting 
unsually well, and while there is 
some shedding, it does not appear 
‘to be excessive. Fields as a rule 
are clean except in the Carolinas. 

Skippy stands throughout much 
of the central belt impair the 
prospect somewhat. 

The foregoing report is based 
on correspondence covering in de- 
tall 802 counties or parishes, em- 
braced in the principal cotton 
producing States and is general as

ipments of cantaloupes from 
lifornia are practically done, ac- 
cording to the gurrent report of 
the American Fruit Growers’, Inc., 
just issued. 

The same authority says that 
the Los Angeles celery market is 
taking practically all the remain- 
ing crop from the Venice district 
at prices which are practically 
equivalent to $3 per crate f.o.b. 

The general grape situation re- 
mains practically unchanged from 
the last two reports, and most all 
‘growers look for high prices on 
juice varieties, particularly black 
grapes. The market on Thomp- 
son Seedless has been very weak 
and low. In some few districts 
Zinfandels are ready for picking, 
but the general movement will not 
start until after the first of Sep- 
tember. Futures sales have been 
made at prices ranging from 140 
to $50 on Muscats, and $80 to $85 
on Zinfandels per ton f.o.b. 

Colorado has started lettuce 
shipping with f.o.b. prices about 
$4 to $4.50 per crate. Guadalupe 
is still shipping from three to five 
cars daily, and about a similar 
number is moving from the Wat- 
sonville and Salinas districts. The 
quality of the California lettuce is 
fair to very poor, and most of it 
is being sold in near-by markets. 

The early Stones from the 
Compton and Moneta tomato dis- 
triets in California have proved 
‘generally unsatisfactory and ship- 
ments have been very light. Some 
good quality stock is moving from 


Mountain View at prices ranging 


from $1.65 to $1.75 t. o. b. This 
stock is all being shipped mature 
green under ventilation.

trict Attorney. There are two 
means of restraining crime. One 
is speedy apprehension of the 
criminal, the other is quick and 
effective prosecution of those ap- 
prehended. Of the 2636 persons 
for whom complaints were tssued 
in the period from July 1, 192%, to 
January 1, 1924, only 1078, or 
41.5 per cent were brought to 
sentence. This leaves 1643 defend- 
ants who either were not prose- 
cuted, found gulltless or abscond- 
ed. I will give you an example 
of one of these cases. Several 
months ago a man of powerful 
connections, employed by one of 
the country clubs, under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor, ran 
down and killed a woman on one 
of the public streets of the city of 
Lose Angeles. He was arraigned 
before Justice of the Police Scott, 
a proven case was presented 
against him of the most convinc- 
ing evidence.

French, which was the polite language 


of continental Europe up to ten years ago, 


but which lost favor with the Central Pow 
ers during the war, is likely to regain its

Besides, there ig said to 
be u growing number of German visitors to 
France, so that a knowledge of French is 
deemed desirable, as comparatively few 
Frenchmen speak German, which they de- 
ride as “the tongue of the beast.” German 
French) with its weird mixture of gutturals, 
is not very acceptable to the Parisian ear, 
but the denizen of the French capital 
‘shruggingly consents to listen to it. 

Bacon says, “He that traveleth into «a 
country before he hath some en ce into 
the language goeth to school and not to 
travel.” And as the self-sufficient German 
hever will go to school to the Frenchman, 
he will pick up enough French before he 
leaves hig own country to be able to pass 
along.

As the car stopped, Dun- 
lap got in, requesting to be taken 
to Bixth street, a lonely road on 
the outskirts of Lankershim, Durke 

. The witness testified he of- 
fered to take Dunlap to town, at 
which the badge bandit drew «a 
gun and told him to drive to Sixth 
street. Arriving there, Durke tes- 
tified, Dunlap ordered him out of 
the car, demanded his money, took 
$40 and then hit him on the head 
with a “sap.” The witness dis- 
played the scar in his head to the 
jury, raying that he was uncon- 
scious on the for 


an hour. When he regained con 
sciou he found his car oe 
Miss Zellner disappeared, he 


said, 

Miss Zeliner testified that Dun- | 
lap returned to the car after 
knocking out Durke, and drove her 
to another lonely road. There he 
forced her out of the car, the wit- 
ness said, but she was able to fight 
him off when he attempted to at- 
tack her. When he struck her on 
the head, Miss Zellner said she 
screamed and Dunlap rushed to 
the car and drove away. 

MANY .OTHER CHARGES

Real adventure in the Valley of 
Ten Thousand Smokes, long hard 
trips. privation and strenuous 
work have been the portion of the 
company during the trip. 

Since I left Los Angeles on 
May 5 I have been working. night 
and day on my eight-ree] feature, 
‘Passions of the Frost, writes 
Mr. Dawn, “and 1 have not writ- 
ten much to Los Angeles. This is 
in fact my first return to com- 
munication with the outside world. 

“We have been to the ice fields 
beyond Nome, and made some 
thrilling scenes with polar bears 
and dog-teams in the great cracks 
of ice. We have also gathered a 
wealth of Esquimo lore and atmos- 
phere for our picture, and some 
interesting igloo scenes and strange 
ceremonial dances. From there 
We went into the famous volcanic 
area known as the Valley of Ten 
Thousand Smokes. This. region 
boasts seven steaming volcanoes 
and a valley twenty miles long 
tun of thousands of roaring, stenim- 
ing pits and mud volcanoes. It is 
|} truly the greatest natural wonder 
the world. 

“We landed on the Katmat beach 
from a sailing boat. and there 
Were twenty-two in our party— 
actors, help and guides. It its 
forty miles from the coast into 
the voleanic wonders, and it took 
us three weeks to get in there. 
Over six tens of food and equip- 
ment had to be carried in on the 
backs of Indian packers. 

“The region tse deep in 
pumice stone that blows in huge 


clouds and gauses much irritation. 


Everywhere are forests of white, 
bleached dead trees standing stark 
and silent in a dead world like 
bleached bones of some dreadful 
and violent death. Ali the vege- 
tation for fifty miles ‘around was 
killed by the fumes and deluge of 
hot water, mud ‘and ashes. 

“I made several sequences for 
my picture right in the pit of the 
Volcano Novarupta. Its sides are 
bright yellow with great incrusta- 
tions of sulphur. 


“Every day we oked our meals 


on the water of boiling hot springs, 
for in the valley itself. for thirty 
miles, there is not a bit of vege- 
tation, 
firewood 
“We were seven weeks In the 
volcanoes and glad to get out, for 
we had many thrilling and narrow 
escapes. On the last night we 
were camped on the beach wait- 
ing for the boat to come and get

ony cells on the top floor of the 
City Jail building. 

When Jailer Sarstvedt opened the 
door of McCoy’s cell he said he 
found McCoy sitting on the edge of 
his hammock derisively contem- 
plating his handiwork. The cell 10 
situated on the second floor of the 
City Jail. The cell proper is about 
fourteen feet in width and nineteen 
feet in length. In the center is a 
second cell inclosed only with iron 
bars. This is separated into three 
compartments. two small rooms, 
each containing two hammocks, 
and both opening on to a narrow 
runway. McCoy ocupies one of 
these smaller rooms and has use 
of the runway. On the east side of 
the cell proper is » large window 
overlooking an auto park on the 
southeastern extremity of the jail. 
Between the runway and the 
small room occupied by McCoy as 
sleeping quarters is a door, un- 
locked. When Sarstvedt first en- 
tered the cell he stated that Mo- 
Coy had this door closed, the bars 
wrapped with paper strips. On the 
floor directly in front of his ham- 
mock MeCoy had fashioned à tri- 
angle out of three 8“ hooks used

IN SCHOOL STOP 


Traffic Commission. Would 


Use Yellow Paint 


Plan Aims at More Safety 


and Less Inconvenience } 


Child Protective Regulation 
_is Called Success 
Changes in the schoo! - stop 
ordinance designed to produce 
greater safety to children and less 
inconvenience to the motorist are 
recommended in a communis 
tion filed yesterday with the City 
Council by the Traffic Commission. 
It ie proposed to paint the lines 
at the intersections and not in 
the middie of the blocks as is 
usually the case with the present 
school-stop system, and make the 
lines distinctive by the use of yel- 
low instead of white paint. 


PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
The pian, as explained in a pro- 
posed ordinance, which the Coun- 
cil will consider after it passes 
through committees, is as  fol- 
lows: 

“The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners is hereby authorized and 
directed to plece and maintain 
crosswalks at the intersections of 
streets in the vicinity of public 
schools within the city of Los An- 
geles, at which in the opinion of 
said Board of Police Commission- 
ers, the travel or traffic is sum 
ciently heavy to render dangerous 
the crossing of the intersection by 
school children. The crosswalks 
shall be indicated and maintained 
by two lines of yellow paint upon 
the pavement approximately fif- 
teen (15) feet apart. Said Board 
of Police Commissioners is fur- 
ther authorized and directe“ to 
place and maintain with yellow 
paint the words “School Cross- 
ing,” together with an arrow point- 
ing in the direction of the above- 
mentioned crosswalks, said words 
and arrow to be painted upon the 
pavement 100 feet from each 
crosswalk. 

“Within such crosswalks pedes- 
trians engaged in crossing the 
street shall have the right of way 
over all traffic, provided, however, 
that when ,traffic at the intersec-
